and  the  incapacity  oiour  workmen.  It 
become-,  a duty  on  every  well  wisher  oi 
his  country  to  investigate  this  opinion, 
, atul  c*her  prove  or  dispro’  c its  truth, 
lii  all  coiiVi'.j  ies  the  price  ol  labor  will 
be  gosernedby  the  value  of  the  com- 
mon necessaries  for  the  support  of  the 
w'orking  part  of  tlie  ooimnunity,  such 
as  food,  clothing,  drink,  and  house-rent. 
In  ''.niriaiul  afi  these  articles  are  con- 
siderably higher  than  the  food,  clothing, 
drink  and  house-rent  of  a Negro.  In 
Manchesie,',  a carder  or  spinner  will 
earn  from  100  to  120  rents  per  day.  In 
Caroiin  ■,  labor  costs  the  owner  of  the 
black,  suppose  be  paid  4C  0 dollars  ioi 
Ills  pu’chasc,  but  28  dollars  interest, 
dollars  insurance  on  his  life,  and  44  dol- 
lars for  his  food  and  cloathing,  equal  to 
100  dollars  per  year,  or  35  1-4  cents 
per  day  ; so  that  the  Carolina  manufac- 
turer can  hiie  three  negroes  for  what 
the  Mancitestcr  niaiuifucturcr  pays  one 
workinan.  But  it  is  alledged  tliat  the 
capacity  of  a negro  is  not  equal  to  the 
dutv  of  a cotton  factory  ; this  I deny, 
for  in  all  well  regulated  factories,  expe- 
I'ici.  has  proved  it  best  to  keep  the 
workman  constantly  at  one  singlebranch 
and  bv  this  means  it  often  happens,  that 
the  most  stupid,  excels  in  his  particu- 
lar department  ; and  perhaps  there  is 
not  in  the  whole  circle  of  the  mechanic 
arts  one  that  re<|uires  less  complex 
i'.le  IS  than  the  diri'erent  operations  of  a 
cotton  factory,  or  one  that  requires  less

IMPORTANT  DISCOVERY. 

An  intelligent  and  respectable  cor- 
respoiuleut  informs  us,  that  there  has 
lately  been  found,  in  the  northern  part 
of  this  Slate,  a singular  kind  of  day. 
which  by  the  beat  of  fire,  is  converted 
into  pure,  fine  transparent  glass. — The 
peculiar  properties  of  this  Clay  were 
thus  accidently  discovered.  Last  sum- 
mer, while  Mr.  George  Scriba  was  buil- 
ding a gristmill  at  Rotterdam,  on  the 
Oiiida  lake,  in  digging  a caiiul  for  the 
ilume,  the  work  men  came  to  a bed  ol 
clay  ; of  which,  however,  no  notice  was 
then  taken.  In  the  month  of  Novem- 
ber, a stove  was  put  up  in  the  mill,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  men  who  were  en  - 
ployed  in  finishing  the  inteiior  of  the 
bniiding. — Finding  the  house  soon 
filled  witli  smoke,  the  workmen  applied 
this  clay  to  the  crevices  of  the  stove 
pipe.  In  the  course  of  a few  hours  the 
clay  had  disappeared  ; and  examining 
the  inside  of  the  stove,  they  found  that 
the  clay  had  been  converted  into  fine  & 
pure  glass.  Since  that  discovery,  sever- 
al cx|>ei  iments  have  been  made,  to  as- 
certain the  qualities  of  this  new  kind  of 
earili.  'Two  letters  have  been  received 
briefly  stating  the  result. 

One  of  them  says — The  melted 
cl.iy,  as  it  was  ]Jotiretl  out  ofthe  cruci- 
ble. appeared  of  the  consistence  of  mo- 
lasses ; and  when  it  had  cooled,  it  pro- 
ved to  he  clear  and  beaulilul  glass,  of  a 
green  tinge,  ,nd  so  strong,  ih  ,i  it 
was  with  difficulty  broken  with  the 
hand.’’ 

'The  other  letter  says — “ I prepared 
a little,  furnace  before  a blacksmith’s 
bellows,  and  blew  one  hour,  when  1 
found  the  clay  well  melted,  anti  in  a fin- 
id  stale,  so  that  it  run  out  of  the  cruci- 
ble in  stri  igs  as  thick  as  a straw,  and  j 
produced  a solid  gl  iss,  wltidi  could  he 
thus  drawn  from  three  to  four  feet 
long.”

Extract  of  a letter  from  a gentleman  at 
Passaterre  ( St . Kilts ) to  his  friend  in 
Philadrlfthia,  dated  Feb.  24,  1810. 

'The  arrival  of  the  United  States’ bri 
Etna,  in  the  West  Indies,  has  given  rise 
to  a variety  of  conjecliii  cs,  and  although 
the  object  lo  be  0,  search  lor 

Brown,  the  ex-collector  of  Orleans,  it 
was  not  believed  to  be  real.  Our  be- 
loved Edward  Byam,  judge  ofthe  vice 
admiralty  court  at  Antigua  ( ‘well  knonun 
for  bis  high  regard fo  ' Amiricans)  got 
into  a most  violent  rage  on  account  of 
an  American  vessel  of  war  having  the 
audacity  to  anchor  in  Biitish  waters 
he  would  not  see  capt.  Bainbridge,  and 
told  Ml.  J.  Rose  (the  ,\merican  agent) 
that  if  the  brig  iiid  not  depart  iminedi- 
ately,  he  would  order  one  of  his  majes 
ty’s  brigs  to  gallant  her  out.  Bainbridge 
came  down  here  from  Antigua,  and 
kicked  up  a terrible  noisc.  Two  of  his 
men  ran  away — and  he  (very  naturally) 
undertook  to  search  for  them  ; sent  Ills 
officers  on  board  ullthe  vessels  in  the  ha”- 
bour  (not  omitting  his  majesty’s  Schr. ) 
who  presciiting  his  compliments  to  the 
different  capt  ins  tlesi  ing  permission 
to  overhaul  tlieir  vessels  for  his  men 
which  I believe  they  all  acceded  to. 
.Not  finding  them  afloat,  he  came  01 
shore,  and  assisted  by  some  young  men 
in  town,  at  last  discovered  them  both  a- 
sleep  in  a grog  shop,  lied  their  hands 
behind  them,  and  look  them  on  boarcl 
his  brig,  the  people  here  put  themselves 
in  a terrible  rage,  and  sent  word  to  ad- 
miral Cochran  (at  Gaudaloupe)  who  im- 
mediately dispatched  two  fast  sailing 
brigs  in  quest  of  her,  with  orders  lo 
bring  her  to  him,  and  communicated 
the  same  orders  to  all  the  vessels  ot 
war  on  this  station  ; w e have  not  yet 
heard  whether  either  of  the  brigs  have 
f-.llen  in  with  her — but  have  no  doubt  if 
they  do,  it  will  be  the  cause  ofa  serious 
disturbance  between  the  two  countries, 
for  1 am  coi  fident  Bainbridge  will  not 
surrender  unless  compelled  by  force. 

You  have  doubtless  heard  ofthe  cap- 
ture of  Guudaloupe.-Sl.  Marlins  and  St. 
Eustatius,  by  the  British,  which  is  all 
the  news  1 have  for  you.

prcsciuative  of  the  United  States,  for 
the  express  purpose  of  deleirJing  their 
title  to  the  said  Battiire,  See.  and  vvlicii 
the  issue  shall  be  joiticd  St  the  pleadings 
made  up  and  settled  in  tlic  said  disiri'  v 
court,  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  judge 
ofthe  Said  court,  to  designate  by  an  or- 
der entered  of  record,  as  part  of  the  pro- 
ceedings in  such  Case,  some  one  of  the 
circuit  courts  of  the  United  States, 
vyhere,  in  his  opiiTiGn,  a Lir  and  inipai- 
li.il  trial  can  be  had,  .ind  which  ci.ciSt 
court,  so  designated,  is  liurcbr  e.utiio'- 
ised  to  proceed  to  final  trial,  botli  .,s  t * 
lavy  and  to  fatt,  ili  iike  tt.uniicr  as  if  such 
suit  nad  been  instituted  in  such  coiiit, 
and  had  arisen  within  its  jurisdiction, 
but  according  to  the  forms  used  in  the 
courts  ot  said  territory,  and  the  laws  in 
force  there  when  ilic  removal  aforesaid 
took  place.  And  a transcript  ofthe  re- 
cord shall  be  furnished  the  plaintiffs,  by 
the  said  district  court,  which  being  au- 
thenticated in  the  usual  form,  and  filed 
with  the  clerk  of  such  circuit  court, 
shall  be  sufficient  authority  for  such 
com!  to  proceed  to  final  trial.  And  the 
judgment  or  decree  of  such  circuit 
court  may  be  reviewed  and  reversed  or 
affirmed  in  the  siipreme  court  of  the 
United  States,  on  apiicat  or  writ  of  er- 
ror. prosecuted  hy  citlier  party  within 
after  such  judgment  or  decree 
shall  have  been  finally  rendered,  or 
pronounced  in  such  ciicuit  court,  &c. 
5tc. 

Mr.  r.tbb  moved  fo  strike  out  the 
whole  ot  the  bill  from  the  enacting 
clause,  and  to  insert  the  following  .is  an 
amendment : 

“ 'Tliat  the  interest  in  or  title  to  the 
hatutre  fronting  the  suburb  of  St.  Mary, 
iu  the  city  of  New -Orleans,  which  may 
have  vested  in  the  U.  ,S.  by  the  treaty 
of  cession  between  the  U.  S and  Erance, 
concluded  at  Paris  the  30lh  of  April, 
1803,  be  transferred  to  and  v ested  in 
the  corporation  ofthe  city  <if  Nevv-Or- 
leans,  so  far  as  lo  enable  said  corpora- 
tion to  defend  any  suit  or  action  which 
may  be  instituted  for  the  recovery  of 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  the  said  bat- 
ure,  in  any  court  having  competent 
power  and  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  de- 
termine the  same  ; and  if  no  suit  or  ac- 
ion  shall  be  instituted  and  prosecuted 
o final  judgment  or  decree  within 

years,  all  individual  claim,  right 
or  title  to  the  said  hutlure  shall  iheiice- 
iorth  be  forever  barred. 

And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  the 
said  balture  shall  be  used  and  enjoyed 
as  a public  higli-vvay  and  landing  pl-.ce, 
as  well  by  the  citizens  of  the  U.  S.  as 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Nevv-Or- 
leans,  w lio  shall  continue  to  use  and  ct,- 
joy  the  right  ol  digging  and  cariving 
earth  from  the  said  batturc  for  making 
and  reiiairiiig  public  streets  and  levees 
nd  other  purposes,  vvhich  they  were 
ccustomed  to  use  and  enjoy  under  tlie 
late  Spaiiisli  goveinment.” 

Mr.  Poydras  made  a lung  and  claho- 
ate  speech  on  Ihe  subject  of  the  title 
to  this  property,  denying  that  Mr.  Liv- 
ingsto!!  had  cither  a shadow  or  resem- 
blance of  title.
